There, on the ground between the ranch 
building and the cellar in which the vegetables 
were kept, he saw three bodies lying stiff in 
death. The sun had bloated the countenances 
ot the dead men so badly that recognition or 
identification was impossible, Lin voll did not 
make a careful examination, for armed bodies 
of men were still hovering around and he 
deemed it wise to keep moving.

I have been out 
there twelve years, and during that time I have 
seen the gradual rise of the rustlers, and I am 
confident that this business will not end till 
the cattlemen or the rustlers are driven from 
the country. It has come to a pass where 
honest cattlemen are already driven from the 
country by “tin-horn”’ gamblers and cattie 
thieves. The rustlers have got into the habit 
of shooting and killing, and they will keep 
it up.

Arm and equip your- 
selves for any emergency and then await de- 
velopinents, but do not commit any overt 
acts; don’t commit any crime; don’t violate 
the law in any respect. Be loyal, true, brave, 
patriotic citizens, and defend your lives, your 
homes, and your families. The officers of 
this county will do all in their power to pro- 
tect you, but they may need your assistance.”

The cattle-owners 
can’t handle stock without protection, because 
the rustlers are like guerrillas, whocan prey on 
the cattle-owners while they have ROMER at 
stake themselves. 

„How large a force have the rustlers ?”’ 

„At the scene of the trouble there are only 
about fifty, but they have within call from the 
surrounding counties about seventy-five more. 
By a concerted effort on ‘the part of the troops 
they could be easily subdged. They are under 
the leadership of John R. Smith and the no- 
torious Jack Flagg. Another leader is Bill 
Allison. He has beer drawing in the boys 
for a long time by borrowing their money and 
then telling them he could not pay them 
unless they joined his gang. The boys were 
drawn in by the promise of big profits. I 
know one of them named Al Props, who 
made $1,000 last year with no other outfit than 
a pony and a branding-iron.

Since the occurrence 
the father haslearned that Mrs. Hoy attempted 
twice before to murder her two child ren, 
both attempts having been made within 
the last two weeks. The first time the 
mother gave the children a dose of 
strychnine, but a doctor was suiInmoned and 
succeeded in saving them. She explained that 
it was an accident, as she had mistaken the 
drug for quinme. There was nothing to 
arouse suspicion in the explanation and the 
father believed her. Later, during the ab- 


sence of Mr. Hoy, she attempted to 
kill both the children with a 
razor, but the boy fought her off 


threatening to kill them while they were 
asleep should they tell their father of what 
had oceurred.: As the home relatrons of the 
Hoys were of the pleasantest it is supposed 
that the crime was the result of temporary in- 
sanity.

SIOUX CANNOT CLAIM THE LAND, 
The Medawankanton Band of Minnesota 
Long Ago Forfeited Their Rights, 


Sr. Pau. Minn., April 18.—[Special,]—It 
is learned from word received from the Sec- 


retary of the Interior today that the lands of 


the Medawankanton band of Sioux Indians 


in this State were long ago forfeited to the 


government. This is the auswer to a 
request made by the Indians to come 
in under the treaty of 1858 and 
receive pay for the lands purchased from 
them. The government paid 30 cents an acre 
for the country owned by them, agreeing to 
pay them a certain sum annually, conditional 
upon their g behavior. After the Sioux 
war of 1 the government declared the 
treaty violated and the lands forfeited. Indian 
Commissioner Morgan, to whom the matter 
was. decides that no ciaim can 
be made by any Indian party to the treaty oi 
1858, as the land was forfeited to the United 
States by the act of Congress passed in 1863.

Senator Pettigrew Bill to Reward Indians

Burleigh, is, this On application of Deie- 
gute Burleigh Congress appropriated $10,000 
to pay the scouts.] This act was approved 
Feb. 25, 1869. This sum was paid through 
the Governor, who| was also Superintendent 
of Indian Affairs for Dakota, and vouchers 
are now on file in the office 
of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
at Washington. By the terms of the act this 
sum was to be considered as an offset 
against any claims these Indians may 
have against the gpvernment for military ser- 
vices during the late war, agd the Deiegate in 
Congress accepted it as a satisfactory pay- 
ment. These Indians never rendered any 
other services, as is conceded by Senator 
Pettigrew's report accompanying tis bill. In 
1871 the War Department paid these same In- 
dian scouts $75 each, aggregating about $15, - 
000, the Seerétary finding no evidence in his 
department they were ever paid before.
